Vital  Statistics 


The  district  has  maintained  its  higher  than 
average  birth  rate  for  four  years  now,  which,  in 
combination  with  the  exceptionally  lower  death  rate, 
gives  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  55* 


Infectious  Diseases 


Nothing  of  note  occurred  during  the  year. 
Drainage  and  Sanitation 


Attention  has  previously  been  drawn  to  the 
deplorable  disposal  "system"  at  Kingsland.  There  did 
seem  to  be  hope,  after  Committee  members  had  seen  for 
themselves  what  conditions  were,  that  a  new  system  would 
be  provided,  and  I  am  glad  to  note  that  Instructions 
have  now  been  given  to  prepare  plans  for  a  disposal 
works  for  the  village.  It  is  fully  realised  that  the 
nature  of  the  countryside  and  its  high  water  table  make 
for  technical  difficulties,  but  the  need  is  great. 

Water  Supplies 

The  problem  of  providing  main  water  supplies 
to  a  wide  area  of  the  district  occupied  much  of  the 
members  time  during  the  year  and  a  number  of  plans 
were  submitted  and  approved  in  order  that  the  new 
County  Water  Board  should  be  able  to  proceed  when 
formed. 

Housing 


Although  no  houses  were  built  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  negotiations  for  new  sites,  and 
planning  to  extend  older  sites,  proceeded  during  the 
year  and  should  bear  fruit  in  the  near  future. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bull  for 
completing  much  of  this  report,  and  for  his  help  in 
the  past  year,  and  Mr.  Preece  in  my  office  in  Leominster 
for  providing  the  statistical  section.
